Keeping in mind President 
Eisenhower's plea for top 
physical fitness for America’s 
youth, Baldy View teachers 
direct an athletic and health 
program unique for elemen- 
tary boys and girls in grades 
four, five and six. The daily 
program consists of exercises 
and instruction in various 
games and sports skills. 

Four men teachers and four 
women teachers each take 
their turn in directing the 
daily exercises which are de- 
signed to aid the development 
of growing children. There is 
a separate program for the 
girls and the boys. Ten min- 
utes per day is allotted for 
these exercises. 

Each teacher also directs a 
game in which he is quali- 
fied and most interested, thus 
giving the student the great- 
est benefit of his instruction. 
At present such athletic ac- 
tivities as kickball, volleyball, 
tetherball and foursquare are 
played by mixed groups, while 
football and soccer are played 
by boys and girls respective- 
ly. For the boys one teacher 
teaches football lead-up ac- 
tivities, while another gives 
instruction in football skills. 
The same is true in the girl’s 
soccer program. 


Organization of the program

in each activity for one week. 
All students are divided in- 
to squads of 10. These squads 
are maintained throughout 
the six-week period of games. 
A squad leader takes accur- 
ate attendance daily. 
Monday’s program differs 
somewhat in as much as each 
teacher instructs his own 
group.

delivering to hospital refrig- | 
erators. The entire charge of |

All able bodied persons be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 60 
may give blood every 90 days. 
Persons between the ages of 
18 and 21 must have written 
consent of parents or guard- 
ian.
